N the tha 1680, September 7. A Wo- 

dian Sixty years of age was fuddenly 
afflicted in her Back, Breaft, and left Arm, 
with many Blifters rifing , containing a 
limpid Water , and very painful; yet in 
the mean while fhe could eat well, and was 
not {enfible of any internal dolour. There- 
fore fhe neglected Remedies for two days, 
which being elapfed I was called. Then 
f opened the Blifters, and found the fubja- 
cent Skin and Flefh black and gangrene- 
nate. 

For thatvery acid and corrofive Ferment 
lay hid unmoved, and- indeed very dee 
within the Pores of thofé parts ; an whilit 
it lay fo unmoved it could infer no dolour, 
becaufe pain is excited by motion of the 
Fibres of the Nerves more than ufual ; -and 
the Body being unmoved,another part can- 
not move. 

But when that acid corrofive Ferment 
‘was expelled from its own Pores , by the 


Humours Ciffuing from the Pores = 
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- Arteries, and circulating through the Veins 


of the,Parts) very great dolour was {ud- 
denly excited, and the Humours. circula- 
ting were {peedily coagulated, and by that 
Ferment changed: into: a corrofive Acidi- 


Now, the more flippery, flexile, and {mal- 
ler Particles of thofe coagulated Humours, 
were (by the Humours following them ) 
driven up tothe Superficies of the external 
Cuts, which ( becaufe the Pores were con- 
itringed by the cold Air) they could not 
penetrate, therefore elevated the fame on

 Calx vive isan Alcalick fixed, and {uffici- 
ently acid Salt. Therefore it ismixed with 
Water, becaufé that ( by reafon of its ef 
fervefcency with the Ca/x ) infringeth the 
powers of the fame ; not with Fatnels, 
which too much ebftructs the Pores of the 
Skin ; but with common Soap € by its own 
Lixivial Salt ) not a little helping the vir- 
tues of the Calx.

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with them fuch Hiftories find, or {eem to 
deferve, little, creclit. 

Whilft I make mention of the Heart, 
two Prejudices feem to me fit to be remo- 
ved, The firlt is, that with which the ge- 
nerality of the Common fort are frequent- 
ly affected ; that is, they pertinacioutly be- 
lieve, that the Heart hath its feat in the 
Lefrtide of the Breaft , whereas it is pla- 
ced in the midft of the Breaft.. But occa- 
fion of this Errour was firft given to the 
people from this, 7%. becaufe there is a 
more vehement Pulfe felt in the Left-fide 
of the Thorax than in the Right. But this 
happens becaufe the great Artery hath: its 
fituation in the Left-fide. 

The other prejudice , which I was wil- 
ling to reprehend, is this, wx. that fome of 
the Ancients did perfwade themfelves that 
the Heart was afflicted with no Difeafes ; 
the falfity of which Opinion is notwith- 

ftanding daily proved by Experience. Sa 
in the French Ephimerides we read, that 
(inthe right Ventricle of .a Dogs-Heart ) 
thirty and one living Worms were found, 
being of the length of one Finger, and as 
thick as a common {mall Needle. More- 
over the Heart is fometimes affected with a 
certain Difeafe, called the. Polypus of the 
Heart 3 touching which, perule Malpighius 
sn his Anatomick Treatife of the Structure of 


the Bowels. 
In 
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In penetrating: wounds of the Bowels, 
fome Chyrurgeons inftead of Tents ufe 
{mall Cannels of Silver, Lead , or of Lin- 
nen well waxed ; but becanfe Silver is of- 
ten infected by the Pus, and Lead too foon 
covers the Lips of the wound with a Cica- 
trice, here in this place the Gannals made 
of Linnen well waxed ought to be prefer 
red before the other. 

Acid things are inimical to all Wounds, 
but efpecially to wounds penetrating the 
Thorax: Por befides their coagulating the 
Bloud and Humors, and rendring them un- 
apt for Circulation, they do alfo hurt in this 
cafe, viz.. becaufe with their Acid-Particles 
cutting on either fide, they are wont to ex- 
cite a cough. | 

But although I reje& acid things, I do 
not therefore here commend {weet Syrups, 
fceing they profit the Lungs little, but (in 
the mean while ) hurt the Stomach and o- 
ther parts, as many others with my felf do 
daily find by Experience. It is better from 
Colis-foot, Mdaiden-hair, and other fit Herbs, 
to extract their ‘Tinéture with boyling hot 
Water in fuch a {mall Veffel as the now 
commonly known Drink is wont to be 
prepared of the Herb Tee. 

If a Patient be affi@ed with a penetra- 
ting wound of the Thorax, and the Bloud, 
latent in the Cavity of the Breait, iffue not

But the other way feems 
to be far more difficult: For they judge 
that the Pus can, in the form of Dew, 
tranfpire through the Pores of ‘the Dia- 
phragma ( from within looking outward ) 
and fo pafling through the whole Abdomen, 
at length enter the Cavity of the Bladder 
through the Pores of the fame (from with- 
out looking inward.) That fuch Pores, 
from without looking inward, may be 
found, is evident by the following Experi- 
ment: In an hot Room invert a Bladder, 
and fill ic with hot Water, and then you 


will 
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will fee the Water tranfpire like Dew. 

When it happensthat the Pus (copioufly 
contained upon the Diaphragma) cannot be 
expelled by the wounds being too highly 
fited, nor by the Mouth with coughing, 
nor be evacuated by the Bladder with the 
Urine, then is commended a Paracenthefiss 
‘that is, an Artificial Incifion in a lower 
place of the Thorax. This Incifion is ‘u- 
tually made between the fifth and fixth Rib 
(if you number from the Inferiour ) noe 
in the midit of the Breaft, but in the Side ; 
and this rather in the Anterior than in the 
Pofterior pare thereof; and rather about 
the Superiour than the Inferiour part of 
the Rib ; and indeed with a Knife, having 
(for a good part ‘of it) a Cloath wrapped 
round about, juft at that moment of time 
in which the Patient breaths. | 

But in this Age wherein we now live, 
and in thefe Regions, this operation is very 
rarely exercifed. 

The Paracenthefis being made, the Pus 
mult not be let out ali together and at once, 
but at feveral times. ‘This all Chyrurge- 
ons concede to, but few of them know 
why they do*fo. Some fay the Spirits 
would be diffipated if the Pus fhould be 
let all out at one time; others feign, that 
provident Nature is then fenfible of that 
Vacuum, therefore prefently fends much, 
yea too much Bloud and Humors into that 
place.

Wounds (in three weeks fpace ) Were per- 
fectly confolidated with the ufé of Tents 
put in, which were firft anointed with a 
good Digeftive, and a fit Plaifter fuperpo- 
fited., 

It wasnot necéflary in this cafe tofearch 
into the profoundity of the Wound, it be- 
ing fufficiently manifeft, that this Wound 
had penetrated into the Cavity of the 4b- 
domen , becaufe the Swords point had paf- 
fed through the Belly and came forth at 
the Back. 

Otherwife the profundity of a Wound 
is wont to be fearched out by an Iron or 
Leaden Probe ; but better is a Wax-candle 
(which is in Dutch called gen Caatlichic) 
becaufe it can much more commodioufly 
be bowed, and accommodated to all occur- 
rent Adeanders. Here in the mean while it 
isto be ftudioufly obferved, that fometimes 
the Probe enters very deep, pafling through 
the Inter/titiums of the Mufcles , and the 
Wound (notwithftanding ) penetrates not 
fo far as into the Cavity of the Bee 
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‘And.on the contrary the Wound fome- 
times penetrates into the Cavity of the Ab- 
domen, though the Probe ( when thruft in.) 
prefently finds refiftance, vix. becaufe the

A Wound of the Abdomen ,. though it 
penetrate not into the Cavity of the Belly, 
yet is difficultly healed, by reafon of the 
motion of Refpiration :.

A Virgin Twenty years of age, by the 
A fudden and unexpeéted difcharge of 
a Gun (I know not by what misfortune 
happening ) charged with Small-fhot, re: 
ceived a wound on the infide of her Lega 
little below the Knee. Which wound pre- 
fented it {elf ( in length and breaath ) ve- 
ry large ; yea fo large , that it exceeded 
an hands breadth. ‘There was alfo prefent 
avery great Contrition and Commination 
of the Bone of the Zibia broken into very 
{mall pieces, which extended it felf "the 
whole length of the Wound, and thick- 
nels of the Bone of the Tibiz. Whente 
the fick Maid was affiged with moft cru- 
el dolour, which caufed her to, pafs many 
Nights without fleep; or if fhe at any 
time flept for a very little while, fhe woultd 
fuddenly awake , not’ without very great 
terrour, attended with a Convulfion ( as it 
were ) of her wounded Leg; by which 
means the broken Bones were often diftor- 
ted. The 
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The broken Bones were repofited withr 
out great Extenfion , and the Fragments 
which were wholly: feparated loofe and 
at liberty, were prefently taken out with: 
out much trouble ; the remaining Frag- 
ments, yet fomewhat ‘adhering, were lett, 
till (in procefs of time ) they fhould be 
feparated. ) 

Then was applied a digeftive prepa- 
red of Turpentinethe Yolk of an Egg, 
Powder of the Roots of Flower de Luce, 
and Birthwort, with Afrrh and other things, 
together with a Plaifter and Lavament 
temperating Acidity. After thefe was u- 
fed®_ common Ligature, and at length the 
affected Leg, included in a cafe of Wood, 
was aptly placed in the Bed ; over which 
hung a Rope, by which the Patient might 
raife her body when neceflity was; and at 
her Feet was ereéted a Semi-circle of Wood, 
left the weight of th® Bed-clothes thould 
Create any trouble to the wounded Leg. 

The cutting of a Vein, which very ma- 
ny are wont to commend in fuch a cafe, 
was wholly’ omitted ; becaufe no benefit 
can thence arife ; nor were Purgers here 
(according to the vulgar method ) revo- 
ked into ufe, becaufe in this Evil nothing 


is more defirable than Reft, and nothing 


more pernitious than Motion. Therefore 
whenfoever the Patient was neceflitated 
to diftharge her Belly , a four-doubled 
: | Cloath 
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Cloath was laid under her to receive the 
Excrements. 

In the mean while the Patient eat Foods 
éafie of digeftion,drahk new Beer, and the 
firft Evenings after fhe was wounded , af 
fimed a certain gentle Anodine , for miti- 
gating the dolour, and removing that ter- 
ror of which I {pake. 

The Bones were repofited'as often as they 
were found diftorted by that No@urnal 
térror. 

The Wound by reafon of great abun: 
dance of Pas, was drefled twice a day; 
and {o in procef$ of time very many Frae- 
ments were feparated. And then we could 
daily fee the Generation and Accretion 
of a Callws, arifing not from the Marrow,

To the Hr/f-,Some perhaps will anfwer,

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Bones may happen to be eafily broken. 
But this doth not untye the Knot ; this re: 
moves not the Difficulty: For not onely 
Bones, but alfo Iron, Wood, and other hard 
Bodies, are more eafily broken in the 
Winter -feafon than at any other time. 
Whence then doth this happen > Attenda 
while and I will tell you. The more per- 
tinacioufly and firmly the parts of hard 
Bodies are conjoyned each with other, the 
more difficultly they are broken. _ This is 
certain: But what is that which effeéts co- - 
herency in the parts of hard Bodies ? Not 
Reft, as fome think, becaufe that is not any 
thing pofitive in the Body, but onely a pri- 
vation of motion. Therefore Reft pro- 
produceth not this Effe& s but the Air 
comprefling the partsof hard: Bodies, con- 
joyns and caufeth them to: cohere, asis evi- 
dent by the Experiment cited in the Se- 
venth Obfervation of the Third Decade. 
The Air whilft Sammer’s Heat is moft ve- 
hement; prefieth more than in Mid-winter ; 
partly becaufe at that time: it is more for- 
cibly agitated by the heat of the Sun; 
partly becaufe then ic is more heavy, by 
reafon it is mixt with very many grofs. Va- 
pours, forced upwards by the Solar heat. 
Hence it is: now manifelt, why Bones, and 
other hard Bodies , are more eafily broken 
in Winter than in Summer. . Hence alfo it 
may readily be underltood, why Wood is 
much:

-Parey, a-man-endowed with great Expe- 
rience in the Chyrurgic Art, who himflelf 
once fuffered Frature of the Tidiz and 
Fibula with a Wound, and in: his own Bo- 
dy plainly enough experienced this Ter- 
rour, as he faith; a reafon of which he 
endeavours torender:( in the 26th Chap- 
ter of his Book of Fractures ) but he there 
miferably philofophizeth, producing  no- 
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thing but Impertinencies and Chimnoe- 


Therefore, let us fee whether we can 
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give a more probable Reafom that may 
come nearer to the truth: We will at leaft 
attempt it. When the Sick are not fleep- 
ing, they fee, they hear, they eat, they 
drink, and ftir their Arms, and ( by this 
means ) confume much of the Nervous 
Juice; fo that that cannot flow in fo great 
abundance into the parts irritated, &&c. but 
when the Sick indulge their Members with 
fleep, the matter is far otherwife. The 
Ears at that time hear not, the Eyes are 
cloled, the Nofethrils perform not their 
wonted Office, the Tongue is filent , and 
the Armsreft. Therefore, when (at fuch 
a time) the Humors ftagnizing and wax- 
ing acid about the Fracture , with their 
diftention moleft the Fibrils, and by their 
cutting property irritate them; then, Lay, 
the Nervous Juice ( which, in the time of 
the Patients waking, is not imployed ) in 
great abundanee. falls down upom the irri- 
tated Mufcles, which: ( by this means {wol- 
len ) vehemegtly move the “Leg, and mi- 
ferably diftort the Extremities of the bro- 
ken Bone, one to this part, the other to a- 
nother ; whence arifeth pain cruel enough, 
by which the Patient after a fhort fleep is 
awakened with terrour. |

_& high to the Ground, and fuffered a 
Diflocation (in the interior Ankle-bone 
of his Left-leg) conjoyned with avait 
Wound, out of which the Bone was pro- 
minent the breadth of three fingers, and 
the dolour was almolt intolerable. 

This cafe is very perilous: For, not with- 
out great danger of life, a Gangrene fome- 
times invades the great Toe, infe@ed by 
the Diflocation and Wound concomitant, 
as I remember not long fince to have hap- 
pened. But fuch horrid Symptomes are 
not to be feared, if in the great Article of 
the Falwsa Diflocation alfo be with a very 
large Wound, ine 
. this Affe is not onely perilous, but al- 
fo rare ; fo that Parey, Pigreus, Aquapendens, 
Barbette, and others {carcely fo much as 
mention the fame in their Books, although 
Scultetus (in his Chyrurgic Armory ) {peaks 
of it; bet whether credit is to be gi- 

eos given

ven tohis Words, or his Counfel follow- 
ed, we fhall fee, after we have pondered 
the following Words written by him- 
felf. 

If an Article be luxuriant, fo as it is ei- 
ther uncovered, or be a little thruft out 
through the Skin; the Affect is mortal, of 
greater danger if reftored, than if not re- 
ftored. For if it be not reftored , an In- 
flammation , Convulfion , or fometimes 
Death follows. Secondly, Foulnefs of that 
Member will be prefent. And Thirdly, an 
uncurable Ulcer, which if it happen to be 
covered with a Cicatrice , that ( by reafon 
of fofinefs ) is eafily broken. If it be re- 
ftored, it infers very great danger of a 
Convuifion, Gangrene, and Death. But fome 
fear dangers of this kind onely in the great 
Articles, viz. in the Wrist, Shoulder , Talus 
and Thigh, which (by reafonof theftrength 
of the Tendons, and magnitude of the “Lz. 
gaments and Veffels ) prohibit Refticution. 
Then he adds: If a Convulfon follows, 
the Foynt muft be prefently again Difloca- 
ted. 8 

My purpofe is no otherwife to anfwer 
thefe words of Scultetus, than by an ex- 
aé& and faithful Declaration of the Medi- 
cines we applied to this our Patient; f{ee- 
ing thereby it will be fufficiently manifeft, 
how well or how ill the above-named An- 
thor hath written. 

Firft, 
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Firff, We -wathed the Bone of the Tzbia 
(forced. out of its feat ) with Spirit of Wine 
warm, for removing the coagulated Bloud 
and Filths adhering ; then fufficient Exten- 
fion being made, we fet the diflocated 
Bone in its place, applying to the Wound 
a good Digeitive, with a fir Plaifter {uper- 
pofited ; not omitting a Lavament tempe- 


‘rating Acidity, and a Common Ligature. 


The Leg thus bound up, was laid upon a 
{oft Cufhion, and {0 the Patient was car- 
ried tohis Bed, over which hung a Rope, 
by the help of which he could raife his 
Body, as I faid in the precedent Operation ; 
and at the Feet of this Sick-man we fet up 
a Board , that the Clothes ( with their 
Weight ) might infer no detriment to the 
wounded Leg. 

The Leg affected , by reafon of the a- 
bundance of Pus (flowing out of the 
Wound ) was drefled twice aday. Butin 
the mean while moft vehement dolour ex- 
ercifed its Tyranny on our fick Patient ; 
who was both feverifh, and had a Delirium, 
paffing whole. nights ( almoft) without 
ileep ; or if he was between whiles, fome- 
what refrefhed with fleep, a little after that 
was excited the aforefaid Terrour ( of 
which we {pake in the precedent Ob/erva- 
tion ) whence the Talws was often in fome 
meafure diftorted again. 

To remove the Dolour , Fever, “—

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and Delrium, the Patient at times affumed

_ By this means, the {pace of three Weeks 
beirig {carcely elapfed, the Fever and Deli- 
‘| vium ceafed; then alfo, but more flowly, 
(| the aforefaid Terrour vanifhed , and at 
length the Dolowr and Watchings like 
wile. 

- But here call to mind one thing, which 
Lhad almoft: forgot, viz. that two Adjceffes 
arofe in the affe&ed Leg, one nigh the 
Wound, the other in the External part 
of the Leg; but both thele Abjceffes al 
ter Apertion were healed. 

In procefs of time very many Fragments 
were {eparated from the Bone of the Tidia, 
which we then gently and eafily took out 
of the Wound; and uponthe fungous fieth, 
which was {een in the Wound , we itrew- 
ed ( almoft every day once) the Powder of 
a Burnt 
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Burnt Allum 3 and fo at length a Cicatrice 
came in fight, which from day to day in- 
creafed more and more; fo that ( He 
the fixth Month ) the whole Wound was 
almoft covered. Wherefore the: Patient 
began to walk with Crutches ; but by this 
motion the Wound was again inlarged, {o 
that it clofed not in every part, which 
Should feem ftrange to noman. For I at 
thisday know two, who after Diflocation 
of the Talus with a Wound, had an Ulcer 
feveral years. 

But what if ( after fetting the Difloca- 
ted Talus) the Patient had been affliated 
with a Convulfion , muft we needs have 
followed the counfel of Sculterus, and again 
have diflocated the Article fo lately fet in 
its place? I think not, feeing I fee no 
caufe that fhould incite us to fuch an A- 
ction. | 

In this place I render not a Reafon of 
many Phenomenons , and indeed confide- 
rately, leaft I fhould fet. before the Readers 
a Dilh of Crambe twice cookt. For I 
think Ihave here omitted no reafon of a- 
ny Phenomenon, which may not be found 
ia one or other of the foregoing Objerva-

Of a Nofe burt by Winters-Cold. 


& Young Maiden , Sixteen years of 
: age, in Mid-Winter, in extream 
cold Weather , complained of a Tu- 
mor, Rednefs and Dolour in the Tip of 
her Nofe;-and fhe had been often before 
aftticted with this Evil in the Winter-Sear 
fons. | 

The. coldnefs of the Air, both within 
and without affecting the Nofe, the Bloud 
(in its very {mall Vedifels ) and the Hu- 
mors ( in their fmall paflages ) were in 
{ome meafure ftagnized ; and in procefs of 


‘time contraéted a certain Acor, whence the 


Tumor, Rednefs and Dolour, were eafily 
excited. . 

But whence was it that this. Evil had 
now feveral times returned in the Winter? 
This Return proceeded from no other 
caufe, than becaufe the {mall Veffels and 
Paflages were, the firft time, fo diftorced, 
by the Bloud and Humors ftagnizing and 
waxing acid, that afterwards they could 
never fo. well return to their priftine sa 

ut 
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but they would (in Winter-time ) much 
impede the Circulation.of the Bloud and 
Humors. 

_ This Afie& (in Dutch called De Koud) 
is without danger , as to life ; yet in the 
mean while it is not a little difpleafant to 
young Maids, accounting their own Form 
( whatfoever it is) as their chiefeft good, 
and therefore are often willing rather to 
lofe their Life thantheir Beauty. | 

This Evill wholly removed (in a few 
days ) witha Linnen-Cloath onely, anoin- 
ted with Sperma Ceti. 

I thall not now difpute what that is 
which is known by the Name of Sperma 
Ceti ; whether it be the Seed of that great 
Fith, or a certain Subftance which is found 
(in the form of thick Oyl ) in certain 
{mall Cells in the Head of the Whale (a- 
bout the largenefs of Goo/e-Eeps ;) or laftly, 
whether it be a certain artificial Compofi- 
tion of the Brain of fome Fith dried; made 
up with a Lixivium of Lime. n this place 
I fay, Twill. not difpute of this matter; it 
{ufficeth me, that much Oyly Volatile Sale 
is coritained in the aforefaid’ Medicament, 
which correéts the Acidity in ‘the bloud 
and ftagnizing Humors. ft 

This Evilis wont to invade not only the 
Tip of the Nofe, but alfo the Fingers, 
Toes, and Soles of the Feet. To attempt

Very many Particles, containéd in the 
Pores and {mall Paffages of the congealed 
Apple, which before were fluid, have now 
( by reafon of the Froft ) put on the form 
of Ice; that is, many Particles, which be- 
fore, by thefubtile matter fufficiently {trong, 
were in their motions (each from, other 
diverfe ) continually agitated, do now reft 
each with other, becaufe they are furroun- 
ded with a fubtile matter, which is too 
weak to conferve them in their ufual mo- 
tion. “When fuch a congealed Apple is 
caft into cold Water, the more ftrong part 
of the fubtile matter, from the Water, flies 
into the Apple, and fo thaws the fame. 
But the-more weak part of the {ubtile mat- 
ter rufheth out of the Apple into the Wa- 
ter, moft nearly touching the External 
Rind (orSkin) which is therefore covered 
over with Ice. 

But when fuch a frozen Apple is fet to 
the Fire , the moft fubtile matter of the 
World, very ftrong , and attended with 
many grofs particles of the burning Wood

Of an Hair Lip. 


Female-Infant 14 days old, had from 

her Nativity laboured with an Hair- 

Lip (that is, with an open cleft of the 
Upper-Lip ) miferably disfiguring the Face 

of the Child, otherwife comely enough. 

My Father being called, freed the Lip 
from the adjacent parts, that the Extreami- 
ties might the better and more eafily ap- 
proach each to other. Then he fufficient- 
ly excoriated both the Extreamities of the 
Cloven-Lip, united them, and kept them u- 
nited with three filver Needles about which 

Ihreds were wreathed, to keep theny ee 

VY 


dy in their places. In the mean while the 
ends of the Needles were cut off with a fit 
inftrument, left they fhould be infixed in 
the Bed-clothes , or other things , and fo 
(taring-in funder both Flefh and Skin) fall 
or be forced out; as I remember to have 
happened more than once. 

On the eighth day*the Needles were 
drawn out, and both Extremities of the 
Hair-Lip grew together and were united ; 
the Bloud and Humors performing their 
Circular .Motion from one Extremity to 
the other. But the Holes made by the Nee- 
dies did as yet pour forth a little Pas ; un- 
doubtedly for no other reafon, than be 
caufe the Needles had remained too long 
infixed in the Lips, Wherefore my Father, 
when heafterward cured the like Affeé& in 
others, fooner took out* the Needles; and 
becaufe Silver Needles are no lefS liable to 
ruft, than thofe made of Stee/, I therefore 
inftead of Silver Needles ufed Steel Needles, 
becaufe they more eafily perforate the 
Skin and Flefh. 

The moft famous Sy/vins would have an 
Hair-Lip cured without Needles, by the 
help of Plailters only; and I remember 
that a certain Chyrurgeon cured ome 
young Patients by thefe means. 

This Operation is ufually exercifed in In- 
fants 14 davs old: for if they be younger, 
they have fleth fo very fott, that it will (oy 
the 
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the leaftirritation) be torn in funder by the 
‘. Needles inherent; and in more maturity 
of age the Extreamities of the Hair-Lip 
will not fo eafily conglutinate. 
But whence is it that Infants are fome- 
*. “times born deformed with an Hair-Lip? 
Some a{cribe this wonderful Effect to the 
Imagination of the Mother ; but others a- 
gain ftifly deny this to be able to effect any 
thing. : 

In an Hens-Egg, before Incubation, fome 
affirm that the Chick may (by a Adicréfcope) 
be feen compleatly formed: After the fame 
manner in an Humane Egg (of which they 

4 fay we are generated ) ‘the little Body of 
a the Infant compleatly formed is contained ; 
| whether the fame be intire, or affected 
: with an Hair-Lip. . But the matter is not thus 
fufficiently elucidated , there muft fome 
reafon be added, why in one humane Egg, 
rather than inan other, is generated a {mall 
Body affected with an Hair-Lip. Yet 
throughly to fearch out thefe things, 1s little 
or nothing conducent to the practice of 
Chyrurgy ; therefore here we forbear to 
{peak further thereabout. : 
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
